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Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 10, 13-17 and 21 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as being 
unpatentable over Miyazawa or the prior art in view of Sumihara for the specific reasons 
proposed in the previous office section (6-17-05). 

Claims 5, 6 and 1 8-2()^ejected under 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over 
Miyazawa or the prior art in view of Sumihara and further in view of Sawayama for the 
specific reasons set forth in the previous office action (6-17-05). 



The amendments n^ade to the claims basically states that in providing electrical 
insulation make sure that you use enough for the given purpose. This would seem to 
be within the skill expected of the routineer and therefore obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. There would be^no motivation for of ordinary skill in the art to provide less 
than an adequate amount of insulation for any given application. It is noted that the 
concept of applicants invention is to take a hypothetical situation (one wear an off-the- 
shelf motor would be inoperative if it were mounted to a particular device without 
providing insulation) in which some prior art solved the problem by providing an extra 
sheet of electrical insulation. However, other off-the-shelf prior art motors (as 
demonstrated by the cited prior art) were already available that would not require the 
use of an extra insulating layer. It has long been held that the selection from among 
known, suitable, equivalent elements (or materials) is within the skill expected of the 
routineer. Thus, to select one off-the-shelf prior art ultrasonic motor to substitute for 
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another gnome, off-the-shelf par art ultrasonic motor would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. Not only with the substitution allow in elimination of the extra 
insulation, making parts of plastic material rather than metal would reduce the weight of 
the device and make it more resistant to any problems caused by moisture in the 
environment (which would tend to oxidized ferrous metals).
